Here being divers Intelligencers, as it is generally concei- 
ved, now refident in the Kiagdome of England , -that hold 
private correſpondency with his Holineſſe che Pope of Rome; 
that have certified his Holineſle of the preſent eſtate, this, and 
other his M ajeſtics Kingdomes ſtandeth now, in ; and the great 


affaires in Agitation by the great and high Court of Parliament ' 


therein now afſenibled, and congregated for the (cling of che 
peace and quict ofthe ſame ; the re&ifying, and regulating of 
the corruptions innovatcd intoReligion, and for the making of 
good and wholſome Lawes , forthe Government of his M aje» 
tics good People , and Loyall SubjzAs , in purity and righte- 
ouſneſſe ; and ro ſuppreſſe, and puniſh Vice and enormous of- 
fences, A endeatnd by all ſuch perſons diſ-affeRed to 


the welfare and proſperity thereof, of what dignity, or degiee 


toever they be , whether Spirituall, or Temporall. His Holi- 
neſſe, at thoſe tydings, grew much Malc-content, fearing the 
eftc& thereof might prove dangerous, and deſtruCtive to the 
peace and proſperity of the KingJome of /dolatry ; whereof he 
hath beene the principall defender and preſerver, Toprevent and 
avoid which dangers, threatned by the calling of this Parlia« 
ment : He endeayoured what in his power lay, by his Spirits, 
Prieſts, and Jcſuits, infuſcd into the body of that State, roworke 
and agitate with the Biſhops, and Prelaticall faRtion, that were 
in ſubjetion and obedience, or well- wiſhers, and great fayou- 


rersto that Kingdome of /delatry, and the pious intentions of -

his Holineſſe to defend and preferye the ſame, to hinder their 
proceedings and intentions in ſerling and eſtabliſhing rue Reli- 
giot in that Kingdome : the effefts whereof hayca long time 
ſucceeded according to, their defires ; but che Policy and Wiſe- 
dome of thar Stare perccivitig the ſarne , they then endeavoured 
to prevent, and annihilatecheir defignes. 

Firſt, by accuſing and impeaching the Grand Inftrumene of 
practifing and agicating theit hinderance in the fame , his little

Is the Preamble of his Pamphlet,this ſhameleſle fellow is ſo arrogant , 
23to call men of good &u d reputation,and that have well dceſcr- 
ved of the Ciry fur their induftry,counſel] & integrity, Corrupt ſtreams, 
that e:ther have hindred the pure current, or at lcalt have contaminated 
the clearc fountaine of Juſtice, and ( as it this had not been enough) the 
Beetle head hath beſtowed upon them the name of Beetles, (for fo is 
his Scarabews inthe Latin.) So that in the very front he hath placed two 
of his Lyvcrics for them,Corruption and [pnorance. 

Now the Multiformity of their vices Sts is plcaſcd to ſpcake) hee 
hathmoſt Mcthodically contraQed into three Branches ;. ' 

1. The cauſc of their Corruptions, 

2. Thevariety of their Corruptions, 

3. The cauſe of thoſe numerous Varictics. 
I. The cauſc;of the firſt he impudently aſſignes to their Ambition and 
Arrogancy.Now wherin their Ambiticn contifted, neither he expreſſeth, 
nor can it be well conceived, I labour,time,or charge (the three Con- 
comicants of a Common Council man) be incitements or provocations 
to make a man Ambitious, then I will not deny this man tv ber in the 
right : but neather of theſe certainly can be any allurements to m:ke 8 
man ambitious ( eſpecially of ſach a place, or when he is 1n ic ro make a 
man corrupt) therefore we may well free them from that ſcandal}, Bur 
yet arrogant they may be : and I pray why ? Hee tells us, they did ty- 
rannically inſult over others, who if th:y would not ſubmiſſively ſabe 
ſcribe to their opinions, were immeduatly involved in the Catalogue of 
their inveterate nmlice. Truly Tenterden (terple was the cane of Good+ 
»is ſands, And if this learned Latinift can make rhis Cor:ciution : They 
arc malicious, therefore Arrogant, be hath a new Logique which Kanws 
not Seron never heard of. 

II, Now becaule (as he faith) the variety their of corruptions are mani» 
fold, nay infinite, and becauſc he will not erefpafic upon the xeaders pa- 
tience, he will (moſt learnedly ) compendiate the multiplicicy thereof, 
md colle&t them into ſome few branches of the1r abules., 

1. The unpardonable abuſe of the poore Pariſhioners, which crycs 
loud inthe eares of God and man, eſpecially it being grounded upun 
ſp'cen in affeſfing, and againft law in profecuting th:m., 

2. Their focond abuſe in aſſefling (tending to Emulation )the poore, 
equal] withthe rich, and ſometumes _ againlt Equity and Ju ' — | 
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3. Their common praiize in the diſparity of their impoſitions, ems 
Ring molt where they pleaſed, without any reſpet of Juſtice, even to 
Intulting perfection, 

4. Their connivence to the Rich, in excuſing them, and making the 
poore to pay for them, Which cryes for neccflary and urgent Jullice + 
gainſt them ; becauſc they take from thoſe that have nothing or very lit- 
ele, and adding to thoſe that have all, or a: lealt the greateſt, Nay, their 
oftence 1s 10 vicious in this regard, that he bluſheth, or at leaſt is aſhs- 
med to adde any further a. contiructive addition to their contriving 
Malignity. 

5. The laſt. In Caving themſclues from all payments whatſocver and 
wholoever poorc or rich payd,thcy themſelves payd nothing z Yea,lomes 
times they would deteyne money too, and put it into their purſcs, being 

content to pocket up ſuch wrongs. So that the meanelt of the Pariſh 
did ycarcly pay morc then the chiefelt of them. 
3- Inthc laſt place you ſhall have him tell you, what was the Canſe of 
thole numerous varictics of corruptions. : 

I. The gencrall and prime cauſe was their too licentious liberty 1n 
committing them without contradiction. 

2. The ſecond was thenon-annuall elc&ion of them : So that with- 
in theſe faire branches of hirgare conteyned the Charge. The particulars 
whercof arc crying (ms, Splecn, Injuſtice, evill Conſcience, Partiality 
and Connivence, Cruclty to the poore, Malignitie, Robbing the poore, 
and favouring themſclvcs,cven to the faving of all charges and taxes. 

Could cither Impudence or Malice it ſelfe have faid more and proved 
lefſe, then this ſcurrilous Pamphleter hath ? Hath he all this while al- 
ledged any particular ptoofe, or {o much as given any one inſtance to 
prove that which he hath thus impudent-ly affirmed ? Truly, No, And 
why ? Becauſc Doloſns verſatur m generalibus,Hethat intends to railc 
ſlanders,and caſt aſperſions upon them that deſerve them not, hath no. 
othcr way to cvade, then by traducing in generals: If hee had meant to 
have dealt faircly and candidly, he would at leaſt have inflanced onecrx- 

ample, to prove cyery (everall imputation- But this he knew he could 
not doe, 

Let us comea little neerer to him. I would faine know of him, what 
Aſſeſſments there are, wherein any Common Councill man hath more 
power then many other in cach Ward that arc joyned with them. Sure 
I am, thatncither in Subfidies nor Fiftcencs he hath not any. And fot 
the Aſlcf.nents to the poore, he that hath leſſe Latine then this Pamphie- 
ter would feeme to haye,cantell, that the lawes of the Land have ap- 


pointed 
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pointed others, and not Common Councill men, toafſefle them, As for 
excmpting themſclves from paying that which they are aſſcſied ar, I be= 
leeve he would be as farre ſhort in proving it, if he were pur to it, as he 
would be to prove himſelte an honeft man. For it may be boldly athr- 
med, and ag caſily proved by all Records of the City, publike and pri- 
vate, that all Common Councill men ever payd their full reion 
toall taxes and leyyes whatſoever, Nay, more then ma he men 
of eſtate then themſelves z; and why ? eo nomine, becauſe they were 
Common Councell men, as if ſome revenues were annexed to their 
places : for him therefore to averre, that whoſoever payd, Common 
Councill men payd nothing, what can be more 1m t ? What Cha- 
rity they have reccived, quatenus Common Councill men” from others, 
and put it into their owne purſes, hemight have inſtanced, but it may 
well be affirmed, that he knowes of none ; If hedoe, hee ſhould haye 
nominated him, that he might have beene branded nigro Carbone: and if 
there be any ſach, he did it not in relation to the Common Councill, 
but as a private man, upon privatetruſt, and therefore not to be impu- 
ted to his Office, 

Will you looke backe upon his learned and juditious aſfignment of 
the Gaules of the numerous varictics of corruptions? They are two. 
1. Theit too licentious committing them without :contradiftion, This 
indced is a true conjecture, tor if they have beene fo corrupt as he 
would make them, and they have been fo farre from correction, as not 
tobe contradicted, Certainly if they were bad one yeare, they would 
be much worſe the next, for vitia rranſmitrit ad poſteros, qui preſentibus 
cxlpir ignoſcit. Butthey having not ſo much as any tcntations to cor- 
ruption incidentto their places, nor having commitred the leaſt of- 
fence which this Pamphlcter impudently upon his owne bare aſſerti- 
ys to their charge, tor what ſhould they bee contra-

The ſecond cauſe is, their Non-annuall Election of them, he would 
have ſaid of others in their roomes.

In ſtead of 
mans owne workes of zighteouſneſe, performed to the 
law in his owne perſon which was the condition of j 
{tification,and lie in the firſt covenant, and inſtead of 
Chriſts fulfillng of the law for us which is the conditi- 
on of juſtification and life to beleevers in the covenant of 
grace, he ſets up faith,even the AR of beleeving for righ- 
teouſneſſe, affirmes that it is ſaid to be im ina 
per ſenſe without a trope, and ſerves for all in 
our juſtification under the Goſpel], as ightcoub 
neſſe of workes performed to the whole law did for 
mans juſtification in the firſt covenant. Heedenieth the 
puniſhment of our ſinnes in Chriſt, and the ſatisfation 
wh, in him our head & rey was made to Gods juſtice 
for purchaſe of our pardon, For ( faith he)I ee no 
left for pardon, if we in Chriſt be ſaid tohave ſatisfied 
Gods jultice, & to have ſuffered in him the puniſhments 
due to fin;for pardon and puniſhment are contrary.Thus 
he overthrowes ourredemption by Chrilt, and that 
Chriſt is our ranſome,as Socinus did, (though hee hoſd 
the words of Scripture with Socinws inan im 
ſenſe;to wit,Redeemer,Ranſome,Propitiation, and the 
reſt.) For no, man can dreame of any other way by 
which Chriſt is ſaid in Scripture to redeeme us, andto 
be a ranſome for ſinne, but onely by being made under 
the Law,and a perfe& fulfiller of it in our ſtead.

yea our owne inhereat righteouſneſſe by which we are 
jultified. Which is moſt contrary co thetruch of the 
Goſpell, and comre gy hisowne words in other 
places. Theſe and ach like ſpeeches I condemned for 
Socinian Hereſie and blaſphemy;as Beza,Pareus, and L- 
bertzs had done before me, and for this Mr. G ztaber did 
decide me, when I gave iu my charge againſt Mr. Wortm 
27,yearcs agoe, and now blames it inmeeas fallhood 
auf diſhoneity. I delire no better defence cf my inno-« 
cency but Mr. tons owne confeſſion in his Expofitions 
which Mr.Gataker hath publiſhed for his defence. For in 
his anſwer to the firlt propoſition, he confefſeth that the 

denying of the imputation of Chriſts righteouſneſſe a3 
a meritorious cauſe of juſtification is both hereticall and 
blaſphemous. And this he himſelfe doth in the words 
which arecited ont of his owne papers, to prov: him 
guilty of the firlt error,as you may te in the 12 page of 
Mr.G takers detence,where they are thus laid downe and 
tranſlated out of Mr. Wottons Latin Theſes.

And in an Engliſh 

Manuſcript of his, which I alſo ſhewed,aud he acknow- 

ledged for his owne, He uſeth more peremptory words, 

ſaying,I dare not,adwit of Chriſts righteouſneſſe imputed to any 

end whatſoever. 1 find no teſtimony or proofe of it in any part 

of Gods word,no ſignification in any Sacrament of the Goſpell, 

wo neceſſary uſe or end thereof. Which words if we take them 

as Mr.G taker hath related them,prove him to bean He- 

retike and blaſphemer by his owne confeſſion. Unleſſe 

Mr.Gataker can perſwade us, that ro be imputed as a me- 

ritorious cauſe, is to be imputed for noend or uſe what» 

loever. 

But before I proceede to my narration, will firt lay 
downe the occalion, by which I have provoked Mr.

!be Countrie, about twenty eight yeares agoe, was Anthoy 

Wotton. would gladly know what jult offence can beta- 

ken at any of thele words, That Mr. Wotton was the per- 

verſe publiſher of this here{ie,and the firlt that openty 

profeſſed it in England,is a manifelt truth;as my parallell 

of him with Socinus publiſhed by Mr. Gataker now in 

print,proveth moſttully. 

It he be offended ,becauſel call this errour an herelie, 
though he and his fellow Subſcribers to Mr. Wattons ex-+ 
pPolition, ont of their great love to Mr. Wortns perſon, 
and upon his promiſe of reformation, did thinke it not 
Fe ro call any thing in his expoſition of his ſpeeches, by 
the name of hereiie or blaſphemie: I anſwer, fiirit,that his 
{peeches which I cited in my parallell are manifeſtly 
blatphemuus and hereticall by his owne confeſſion; and 
of chem and his opinion in them publiſhed, doe ſpeake 
and cal! it heretie. Secondly, though 1 rather aſſent to 
Fiza, Parets, Lubertus, and other moſt learned and or- 
tholox Divines, who condemne ſome things in Mr, 
IF o1tons expolitions for herelie,& blaſphemie,rather then. 
ro Mr, Gather and his tellowes, who Were pleaſed ro 
. thinke otherwiſe; I hopeI givetherein no offence,eſpeci- 


ally 
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ally ſeeing I have Gods Word for my warrant; and have 
ſuch cleare knowledge and full perſwaſton ' of the bla(® 
phemie of ſome af his ſpeeches, That 1did (as Matter. 
Downham, Dr. Gouge and others preſent at onr meeting 
did heare and ſee, and if their memories faile them net, 

will confefſe) challenge Mr. Wotton and Mr. Cataker al- 

ſo,if he would take his part to defend ſome paſſages in 

thoſe expoſitions, and promiſed that I would aske Mr. 

Witton forgivenefle on my knees, if I did not by conv ins 

cing arguments in ſtri& ſyllogitmes prove them to be he- 

reticall: which they cowardly then refuſed with-{l ew of 

ſcornfull difdaine. 

But if Mr. Gataker be ſo highly offended, becauſe I 
call Mr, Wotton by the bare name of Anthony Wotton; [ 
mult anſwer that therein I did him a favour. For under 
that obſcure title, his perſon might have beene hid;and 
not made knowne to any, but thoſe who were acquain- 
ted with all the paſſages betweene him and me. But Mr. 
Gataker by diſcovering him moreplainly, andblazoning 
his armes, hath expoſed his perſon to much ſhame, and 
ſtained the name and memorie of him long agoe- dead 
and buried in the duit with the brand of Herehe, & tiath 
made all the world (ce, that he was the man who firit 
ſowed theſe Socinian tares in the faire field of the Church 
ofEngland. As for my (elfe,] am affured, that the good- 
neſſe of my cauſe,which is thecauſe of God & his truth, 
will beare me out, &juſtifi: me againſt all his miſreports. 
And if any man be foreſtalled with prejudice and a lini- 
ſter opinion of my proceedings againit Mr. Wotton, let 
him read this my relation,which I can jultite both by 
living witneſſes, and by my papers, which I have in my

When Mr. Wottons opinions were firit made knowne 
to me upon the occalion mentioned in my letter to Mr.

I ſhewed Mr.  ottons papers to 
Mr.Alexander Richardſon a moſt learned and judicious Dj» 
vine, to whom for his ſingular learning in Divinity, and 
all other learned Arts, and exceltent knowledge in the 
originall tongues of holy Scripture, divers ſtudious 
young men did reſort from —_—_— to his _—_— 
the pariſh of Barking in Eſſex, to be direted in their 
dy of Divinity, and other arts: among, which theſe pre- 
ved men of good note in our Church, Mr. Hooks, Mc. 
Chauncey, Mr, T ates, Mr, Fobn Barlaw, Mr. Perry, with 0- 
thers, Mr. Richardſom approved my cenſure of them, and 
{0 deteited them that he could nat read one pallage With 
out lighing. He alſo ſent to Mr. Wottunyto nicete himin a 
conference before pry | peneggins hearers, which Mr. 
Wotton promiſed, but did not performe. I alſo ſent and 
delired that hewould admit me,to come to him aud con- 
terre with him; but as be was afraid to mecte Mr. Rich- 
ardſon,lo hediſdained my youth and yeares, and refer- 
red me to one Spencer a tradeſman, a faftious Diſciple of 
kis, as I have obje&ted to him in my letter: upon this T 
preached twoſermons in the Church of which I am now 
Paſtor, in the one I laid open briefly, the true received 
dodrine of juſtification; in the other I diſcovered Mr. 
Wottons opinions co be Socinian herelie, and ſhewed the 
danger of them.The next day ſome of Mr.Wottons friends 
being ſtartled came to me, and intreated mie to goe with 
them to him,and promifed that he ſhould purge himſelfe 
from thoſe errors, and give m ſatisfaQion:T yeel- 
ded to their deſire, and went along with two of them to 
Mr. Wottons houſe, who welcomed me coldly in words, 
thongh his heart ſeemed by his countenance to be hot 
with indignation and diſdaine. At my firſt entrance iny 
t his Studie hetold me very abruptly, that Thad un- 
tculy affirmed thatthe whole ftreame of — 
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dox Divipes did ho!d the ſanedcArine which Thad 
taught concerning juſtifcation by Chriſts righteouſneſſe 
-n11-ated to beleevers. And witha!l he ſhewed a place out 
of Luther upon the Galatians, in which Luther denyed 
j1tification by our owne worxes and righteouſneſſe of 
the law:but in the words which next tollowed upon the 
top of of the next page, (which Mr. Wotton covered with 
his fingers as he held the booke in his hand) Litber in 
plain words affirmed thatChritlts fulfilling of the law for 
15 18 our righteouſnes;& in the ſame page alſo ſaith, that 
fiith is not ſufhcicne tor righteouſnes without Gods im- 
putation of Chriſts righteouſneſſe. I ſnatched the booke 
out of his fingers, read the words,which were direftly a- 
gainſt himſclte, blamed him before the two witnelles for 
his dealing 4»/o m2/o,and going about purpoſely to de- 
lude 13, and with great compaſſion and teares in mine 
eyes profeſſed my griete to ſee him, a man of great efteeme 
(ivhom I had neverſeencbetore,but had much reverenced 
tor the reports which I had heard of his great learning ) 
toplay the prancke of a deceiver and jagling Sophitter, 
After many words which paſſed betwcene us, but in no 
tri& forme of diſputation,which I de'ired and M. Wotton 
retuſed, he confelled that my dodtrine, which I taught 
concerning imputation of Chrilts righteonſneſſe, was 
ſound and ſaving truth, able to fave beleevers, though 
they went no further: but he had dived more deepely in- 
© the poynts ofjultihcarion, and did goe further, but 
not a contrarie way; Burt I protelted again{t his opinion 
and told him it was as contrarie to my dottrine and 
faith, as darkneſſe isto light. Mr. Standiſh one of the 
witneſſes who went along with me,defired me to reit ſa- 
tisfied and to breake off; to which: I yeelded, and tooke 
my leave, And no ſooner were weentred into the [treete, 
but the ſaid Mr-Standiſþbrake out into ſpecches of di(lke 
againſt Mr. Wottans fraudulent dealing, proteſted that he 
would never hearket to his opmion and doftrine in 


theſe paints any more,and that he was much rs" 
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and confirmed by that acknowledgment of the truth 
which Tat length did wring from Mr. Wttons owne 
niouth. The ſecond day after this ] went to Cambridge & 
returned not to London till three months atter;in which 
time what lyes werediiperſcd in London concerning my 
apollalic to Mr. Wortons errors,my letter to him ſheweth, 
The next yeare after T came to be ſctled in my paſtorall 
charge,and becauſe I tound ſome in my parifh much in- 
clining to Mr. W4ttons opinion out of reſpe& to his per- 
ſon more then any knowledge, being not able to give a» 
ny reaſon for it at all, I ſpent many Sabbaths in preach- 
ing the doctrine of juſtification out of the fifth chapter of 
the Epiltle to the Romans; and in diſcovering and con- 
furing all errors contrarie to the truth profefſed in the 
reformed Churches, and amongſt the reſt theerronof 
Socinus : What affronts were offered me in the Church & 
what clamours raiſed againſt mein the citie,my letter to 
Mr. V/otton will tell you in part, I could rehearſe many 
paſſages which would move laughter and diſcover the 
abſurditic and ridiculous folly of divers people who 
were faftiouſly addifted to admireall things in Mr.#+- 
to, good or bad, I will Inſtance in one example onely.lt 
was this. I was requzlted to preach at Black-friers ona 
Wedneſday in the abſence of Mr.Gowge, ſome weekes at- 
ter I had finiſhed my text concerning ]uſtification.In-that 
aflerablic, there were many ancient profeſſors of Religi- 
on, who knew me not by tace, and who were ſo taken 
with my Sermon, that they were verie inquilitiveto | 
know my name, and hearing that I was Paltor of Saint 
Fobn Evangeliſts,and my name Walker, they werelo pol- 
(elſ,d with an evill opinion of me by the funders and 
railings of Mr. Wotton, and his diſciples,that they crycd, 
Hang him, he will be hanged betore he come to preach 
{uch a godly Sermon as this is,we will never beleeve that 
this is that Walker which hath preached againſt that 
man of God, Mr. Wotton, and belyed him in the pulpit 
My Clerke being well acquainted with them, and over- 
hearing, 
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hearing, did afhirme to them that I was the man,and told 
them that they themſelves might calily cometo be hang- 
ed in hell, Fthey did not repent of their wicked railings 
againſt me ſo unj1tly:By this you ſce what wrong 1 FE 
red, and what hu. t (hamele.ſe {launders of wicked hypo- 
crites, may doe to the good name of the mo{t innocent, 
even among them that are religious. Thele &/uch injuries 
and reproaches heaped on me together with a ridiculous 
booke written againſt me by one Spencer a dilciple of Mr. 
Wattm,forced meto write a Challenge in my letter to Mr. 
IW1t-m, by which I atlength brought him to the confe- 
rence,which is the {ubje& of M,G takers inveRive againit 
ine. This letter, becauſe it containes a jult complaint and 
1 rehearſal of che ill behaviour of M. Yotton and his Dil- 
ciples towards me, I have thought good here co inſert, 
that the world may ſee the intolerable provocations, 
wherewith I was provoked to call M. Wotton to account, 
before ſome brethren in the Miniltery equally choſen by 
doth parties,

Ir,my hearty deſire, and _ to Gol for you is 
that you may repent and be ſaved. And as I doe,and 


by the grace of God will continually pray to God for 
you,lo long as there is any hope:So now alſo I will not 
ſpare toexhort you, and in the bowels of Jeſus Chriſt 
beſeech you, (yea if neede require) by thunderings and 
threatnings ot Gods heavy judgements, proceed and goe 
forward to putyou in feare,that if it be poſſible you may 
repent, and recant, and thar the errors and thoughts of 
your heart may be forgiven, for I perceive that you are 
inthe gall of bitternefſe and in the bonds of iniquitie. 
You will perhaps ſay,A ſharpe and a fierce onſet, who 
can beare it? To removeand prevent all prqudice I an- 
lier, if it be ſharpe,it is as it ought to be; for a deepe and

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tered wound hath neede of a ſharpe corraſive, but ſuch 
| am perſwaded tn my {oule, that yours is; and upon my 
-onfcience.and before God I ipeake it, whom I know tg 
be the ſearcher of all hearts, Wheretore though an hear: 
icitled in error, and over-runne with perverie affeRion 
cannout br ooke any ſhai e reproofe, -but will hate there 
MOOver, according toOLtnar laying of the wile man, Re- 
rote a (corner aud be will bate thee: yet I will againſt ho 
beleeve under hope, though my cxpericnce would per- 
{wade me the contrarie, and will hope better things ot 
you: yea T will thus ſay to my hcart, Feare not, neither be 
had FL countenance, thi ih it be as hard as braſſe, for q 
be be or@1ixed to life, and be witbin the com} aſle of Gods eelt 
ww, though be Le troubled, and frett at the firſt, yet ſpare not to 
elathe, tor Ly this meanes that ſt alt ſind more f.xuomr in theend. 
] am n.0t ivnorant that by my tormer both writing and 
preaching againii your errors, and by my fervency and 
vehemer.cy of words I have troubled,and vexed you, nei- 
ther would T have you thinke,thatT have thus dealt with 
you UPON any diticmpered afttc&ion or ſuch like infrmi- 
ty:l profeſic ingenuoully thatF have done it upon good 
deliberation and of ſet purpoſe, becauſe 1 havejudged,& 
doe yct ill deemethat courle to be the belt tor divers 
eaſns. Firſt, becauſe T knew that the errors and opigi- 
ons wich youu maintaine, aud wherewith you have in- 
fed divers, are of a!l that ever were ſowne by theene- 
mic of Gud and-men among Chriiltian people the moſt 
re tent and dangerons,being nothingelſe but the here» 
1.cs of Serte:ws and So:mnw, thoſe molt damnable and cur- 
{ed herctickes, the greateſt monlters that ever were borne 
within the borders of Chriits Church, as I can plainly 
ſew by your owne writings and theirs compared toge- 
th-r, and would have already ſhewed,if you had notre- 
fuſcd to joyne with me in a'Chriltian conference before 
ei. lit learned and godly Minilters. Now being perſwa- 
ded, yea knowing that your opinions are ſodangerous, 
& Fe.u.icious, do you nat thinke that Tam bound before 
God 
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Cod to lay them open, and to inveigh againſt them, af- 
rerthe manner of Cods Prophers, whoſe faſhion hath 
ever beeneto brand lefle finnes then theſe, and leffe dan- 
gerous errors, with the name of abomination, blaſphemy 
forcery, Witchecraft, and ſuch like ? 

The lecond reafon ot my fervency is godly jealoulic,be- 
cauſe 1 ſee that you Jabour by all meanes to draw mens 
hearts from the love of the truth of my God generally 
rofeffed unto your errours, and that many who are 
grounded in knowledge of good things, are lo over. 
come with a conceit ot you, and affeftion to your per- 
ſon, that rather then they will torſake you, they will 
forgoe the truth ; this being(as yon know )the ground 
upon which all herelies have beene builded, and the {pe- 
ciall meanes by which they have beene diſperſed, and 
have gvtt-n head, and made faftions in the world, in all 
ayes heretotore, Can youblame me, whom God hath 
called to be a watch man over his fiocke, it I be jealous 
over you, , and if for love to my God and his truth, and 
the ſalvation of his people, I doe bring you, to the tit- 
molt of my power, into juſt diſgrace with them, by 
uncovering your ſhame,” ſo tarre as may itand with equi» 
ty, and conſcience, and by painting out your errours 
in molt ugly manner, for th: territying of Gods peo- 
ple trom medling with them ? 

The third reaſon, and indeed the greateſt of all, is 
your obſtinacy, arrogancy, pride, perverſeneſſe,traud, 
and diſſimulation, the ſpeciall markes of willtull here- 
tickes ;} all which have good reaſon to ſuſpett in you, 
yea, (if we may know a man by his truitesand workes) 
I know and have tryed tobe deepely rooted in you. And 
that you may know I ſpeake upon judgement, notin 
affetion, I will name ſome particulars. | 

Fir +, when firſt heard ot your errors by one of your 
near» * diſciples, 1 obſerved in him ſuch forwardneſſe to 
PÞl4(h them botore me, being to him a ſtranger, ſuch 

' 4110 09u1r2/% in urging and maintaining them,with 
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no other arguments then your authority, whom he 
odiou(ly compared with all learned and godly Divine, 
chiete pillars of our Church, as Calvin, Beza, Whitaler,, 
Perkins, and others ; that he was not aſhamed to call 
them fooliſh boyes in compariſon of you ; not worthy 
to carry your bookes ; whereupon conceived preſent 
ſuſpicion, that theſe —_ and {tinking finsdid proceed 
from ſome lecret ſparkes of helliſh fice,either by you ſug- 
geſted, or by him tooliſhly conceived, and that ſuch a 
maliciousand rayling ſpirit was not free from grolle 
errour. And therefore tor mine owne better informa» 
tion, [deſired to conterre with you, and to learne from 
you the ſubſtance of your opinion, and according to 
my ſmall ability, to reaſon and diſpute the queſtion with 
you,if ſo be you held as hc affirmed ; the mellage he wil 
lingly cooke upon him, and promiſed to bring meto 
you, to conferre in a kinde and friendly manuer, (tor 
that was my delire, for the reverence I did beareto your 
perſon, being then, by report of others onely, knowne 
to me :) But I found your anſwer farre Mg 
that which I expeted, I looked for the (pirit of meck- 
neſſe, humility, love, gentleneffe, and had good hoxe 
to be admitted into familiarity, and acquaintance with 
you; And you inſcorne ſent me to one Spencer, a fel 
low of ill report among all honeſt men ; whoall with 
one voyce, when I inquired after him, told me, he was 
a vaine idle viddy-headed tellow, and fo I now finde in- 
deed, and his owne hand-writing ſhall teſtifie unto the 
world, If this be not an infallible token of your pride 
and (cornefulneſſe, let the world judge, thus to ſend a 
Miniſter of the dere. mg contempt to one of your dil» 
ciples, to learne of him, as if youthoughe your ſelfe 
too high, andall others toobaſe to be admitted to your 
preſence. 

This your doing, when I complained to you of it 
face to face, youcxculed, as dane out of i of 
minc intent and defire. Afterwards, you * agen" 
cerly 
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eerly denyed it,and ſent abour your diſciples to diſprove 
my report of 1t, And now laſtly, you have againe ſo 
juſtifyed it , that you are not aſhamed toſay, youdid 
me no wrong, in affirming that —_ underſtands the 
Nocrine of Juſtification better then I ; And that your 
pride, .obſtinacy, and perverſeneſſe, might ſhew ir ſelfe 
to the full ; youltill goe on from worſe to worſe, and 
now you have fet Spencer to confute me, and to make 
a challenge ; whoſe writing wil! (I hope) betheutter 
ruine ether of your errours, or of your felves, All ju- 
dicious men to whom I ſhew ir, are ready to ſtop their 
noſes at the firſt fight and ſmell of the itinking folly, 
blindneſſe, and ignorance, wherewith almoalt every line 
is ſtuffed, ſo miſerably doth he beate himſelte, and cate 
the fleſh of his owne arme, ſaying, and unſaying, lying 
and miſtaking every point: Theſecourſes, and procee- 
dings, whether they argue and convince you of pride, 
obſtinacy, and perverſenelle, T leave to the judgement of 
others. 

Secondly,when (after my firſt Preaching againſt your 
erours for the atisfaRion of ſome who were wavering 
and doubting ) one of your diſciples brought me unto 
vou, did not I then ſhew all patience,love, and good af- 
f:ftion towards you? Did notT beſcech you with teares 
t0 be lilent in theſe points, till you had further tifted 
them, andrhr hy dif ed them with others? Did 
not you uſe nay coor ly, and goe aboutto wrelt a 
place in Luther: Commentary on the Galatians, and out 
of it to prove that Luther denyed the imputation of 
Chriſts Righteouſneſſe to us; and this againſt your 
owne conſcienee? For by a marke of your owne making 
inthe ſame page, I was direfted to words in the ſame 
page, in which he plainely diſproved you, and this you 
would have ſmothered by covering the place with your 
fingers, till plucked the booke from you. Did not I 
patiently put up this,t it wounded my ſoule ? and 
did not this your dealing dolo malo, ſhew your ſhe >

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forgery, and thatyou arc «tems ary 0, whichfin. 


neth being damned ot himſelte? If you deny this, God 
: my witneſſeand mine owne conſcience; Your bogke 
alſo, and the marke in the marg w!! ecllific againg 
you; and belides, I have another wit elic,: guuly Chr'. 
tian who was there preſent. * 

Thirdly.after my departing for a timeintothe Couns 


try, your diſciples thinking I had quite Icte the City, 
did molt falſely and abeminably report abroad,that you 
did {o put me downe by arguments, that I with teares 
acknowledged mineerrour, and vowed to live anddye 
in your opinion. How wicked and ftalle this was, you, 
and I,and they who were preſent, know;lI am ſure that 
never did the Papilts and Jeſuites more falily flander Cal- 
in and Brza, then they did mein this report, It theſe 
be not the arts of the devill, the Father ot lyers, let all 
Chriſtians judge. | 
Fourthly, after my returne out of the Country,when 
they ſaw their lyes diſcovered by my open proteſlion,and 
conltancy in the truth which I kad Preached ; they and 
you were ſo tarre from ſhame and amendment, that you 
made nie amends with all rayling, and reviling ſpeeches, 
inſomuch that in many mens mouthes,T heare your out- 
rageous exclamations, in which you call me an aſle, a 
ſor, a boy, an impudent and brazen-taced fellow ; yea, 
yourdiſciples have not beene afraid to make mowes at 
me, Preaching in the Pulpit, as mineeyes, and the 
of divers others did often fee and can teltific, and often 
times have they cryed out in the Church,and derided me, 
and ſcoffed at the word of, God, by me delivered, and 
that {> loud, that all round about have beard, and been 
offended. And yet all this I have endured, though the 
Law was in my hand, to make them be apprehended, 
brought before the Magiſtrate, and puniſhed ; and for 
all this, there is no remorſe nor. amendazent. Shall l, 
nay, can I (thinke you )-in this caſcjudge any berterof 
them, then as of wiltull heretickes, MTA 
of 
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of your DoArine, which leades them into this cxcefſe, 
then as of devillith herehe ? -; For che DuRrine'which I 
d:livered Md they derided, did not in one ſentence ditfer 
{rom the doftrine of Calvin, and all learned Divines, as 
b; my papers and notes ſhall appeare, 

| Laitly, for I will nat repeateall particalars, (which 
wereanendlefſe worke ) you till goe on in your opini« 
ons, and ſend out pamphlet after pamphlet, tull of con« 
traditions, and taliificationz, as I can thew you to your 
face. Youwill neither conferre before any of our lear- 
ned Brechren, godly Minilters privately ; nor publique» 
ly betore the Reverend Bithop of Lond. Yaudare not 
commit yourſelte to him, becauſe he is a wicked Judge, 
and will re{pe& perſons in Judgement, my friends are 
t00 potent with him: theie are your excules ; and [ 
kno chem all to bg talle. For fo cunningly did youdil- 
tmble wich that 700d (Bithop, and hide your ecrours, 
that he rather blamed me, than you, (as I-heare.) Can 
you therefore in conſcience blame me, it 1; for theſe, 
and ſuch like reaſuns, thinke hardly of you, as of ag 

Heretique, and though my zeale doe burne agaiuſt you 
like a fire, though I cannot without griefe looke, upon 

you! May not a Chriſtian Minifergaay,is he not downd 

in conſcience being chus'perlwaded, to cry out againit 
you, and to lift his voyce like a trumpet, -and make men 
know your abominations ? yea, iq threaten bdll,deliteu- 
tion, and allcurſcs again& you, except yoi1 repent? 

Sarely my conſcience doth norapavle. me of any thing 

which I have done in chis cauſe; Þ have' the examples 

ofthe Prophets to warrant and, encourage me, and iQ

Chriſt, that if you deſire the peace of the Church, :and 
can abile to have the truth try —_— will caſt off thoke 
carnall and corrupt, yea hellith affeftions of prideand 
diidaine, or at lealt this ſhow of them which ap 
in you ; and mecte me as a Chriſtian betore eighe 
and learned Minilters,choſen equally by both, that they 
be witneſſes betweene you and me; and that it may be 
ſeene whether I doe juitly charge you with herelie and 
blaſphemy or no; and whether your writings doe not 
ſhew you to be a Sreinian, The foure Miniſters which 
I will chuſe for my part, ſhall be Mr,Stocke, Mr. Down- 
bam, Mr Weſtfield, and Mr.Gouge. I profelle, and take 
God to witnelle, that I delire your converſion, not your 
confulion. Itis my love and zeale for truth, morethen 
hatred or indignation againſt you, which makes meſo 
hot and earneſt againſt your errours, | 
The firft offencethat ever you gave me,was the injurie 
which you have done to the obedience, righteouſielſe 
and blood of our Saviour Teſus Chriſt, whom you de- 
nye to be ſo n.ade mine, that his obedience is imputed 
to me for righteouſneſſe, and his blood for the fatisfa- 
Gion of Gods jultice. For this (it you obſtinately 
in it) I maſt hate you with a perfe hatred, asif you 
were mine enemie, neither ſhall there ever be peaceſo 
long as your errors areſo great, and pernicious. God 
himſelteT am affured, will trouble you, And qui 
confound you, except you repent. 'O conſider t 
from whence you are fallen, and ſuſpe& your ſelfe.Can- 
not that faith be ſuftcient for you, which hath ſavedſo 
many Saints of God, and for the which ſo many g 
and noble Martyrs have heretofore ſhed their 
even in this place, and in this Kingdome'Met hinks that 
the name of Servet1s, and Socinw (tould terrifie yaur 
conſcience,it it were ſo tender as you have herevofore 
profeſſed. Can you hope for any goodor pure water, 
from ſuch foule and polluted Cilternes, full of all herefic 
and blaſphemic? 
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Ochat you would but lay rheſe rhings to your hearr, 
and be moved! My heart, I affure you, is open to imbrace 
you with all love, it you would truly repent; God forbid 
thac I ſhould hate you any otherwiſe, then as you are 
the enemy of Chrilt. And God forbid, that I ſhould give 
you one 349, or God fave you, it you perlift in this he- 
rele, which is ſo contrarie to the whollovme doR&rine of 
ſalvation. Wherefore, if now you will ſhew bur ane ſigne 
of amendment by yeelding to my requelt, and appoin- 
ting a time and place where we may meete,[ will much 
relent from my Icalouſte over you,and I hope that God 
will give good ſucceſſe, But if I finde you 1o incurable, 
that you will nor admit of the lealt meancy, which tends 
to the cure of your ſoule, but will ſtill upon no grounds 
at all perliit in your novelties, and publiſh them tor the 
{ducing of others, to the overthrow of Gods ttuth,and 
the diſturbance of the Chucch : I doe thinke my ſelte 
boundin conſcience to forbeare no longer, but to — 
liſh your errours to the world, that all may ſee thoſe 
many errours, blaſphemies and contradiQions, which 
[ have faithfully gathered out of your owne words and 
writings. An uſe you doe goe about by your di- 
ſciple Spencer to challenge me, and to debaſe my calling 
and Miniltery, by laying falſe imputations _ me, 
a$1gnorance, (lander, and the like : I have reſolved to 
draw articles again(t you, and to colle& your errours, 
and miſdemeanours into one ſupplication, and to pre- 
ſent it to the Lord Arch-biſhop of Canterbury his Grace, 
and tothe High Commiſſion,that there and before them 
it may be tryed and ſeene, whether you doe not jumpe 
with Socinws in his herefie. I know and have traced you 
inall your Socinian and Arminian trickes,and diſtin&i- 
ons, and if you truſt to them yon are deceived, If you 
compell me to take this laſt, and moſt deſperate courſe 
with you, and if it turne to the ſubverſion and ruine of 
pear wheeler, and of your ſelfe and your diſciples:

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Pon the receipt and reading of this Letter,Mr.Jt- 
ton ſent me a Letter of defiance, and therein profe(- 
ſed his ſcorne and diſdaine of my threatnings :- but the 
next day he ſent me another, wherein he promiſed to 
yeild to my motion. And yet to prevent our meeting, 
heuſed meanes by Mr, Aaſor, the Biſhop of Londmns 
Chaplaine, an Arminian, to make it knowneto the Bi- 
ſhop, in houpe that he would torbid our meeting : Not- 
withſtanding the Biſhop gave way, and we did mecteup- 
0n a day appointed, betcre the eight Miniiters named in 
Mr.Gatakers defence. I brought for me, Mr. Stocke,Mr. 
Downham, Mr. IW-ſlfield, and Mr. Gauge, now Doctors. 
He brought for him, Mr. Balmeford, Mr.” Randall, Mr. 
Gataker, and Mr. Hi:kes, the laſt of which appeared to 
_ bealready of Mr Wottons minde in all points. And boxh 
"Vr.G taker and Þ+, bare themſelves towards, me,, as tq- 
wards an adverſary, and as advocates for Mr. Wotton. 
Dr. W:ſtfie/d being the onely man with whom I then had 
any great familiarity, did perceive a generall inclinati- 
on in them all, to favour Mr. Wotton as much as they 
could,bcing all his old familiar triends,and [ aſtetanger of 
two yeares reidence in the City ; aftte our hut meeting, 
refuſed tro mecete any more, tearing what tollowed, and 
I choſe Dr. Baylie in his place. 

[ being the Pluintiffe and procurer of the meeting,did 
firlt ſhew what I deſired, namely,that I might have Mr, 
Wm writings, which were cometo my hands,viewed; 
and by Mr, Watton acknowledged; which he could not 
deny, but did confefſe them to be his owne handy- 
worke. And that 1 having, rehearſed Mr, otter; words 
our of his bookes and writings, which I had in my Ser- 
mon confutcd,, under the name of Socinzarn herelzzs,and 
having paralleled then in writing, with :the words of 
S*xinus, and made them appeare to be the ſame,by (hew- 
ing and compating the bookes and writing; "They

that I had not either charged Mr.'IWotton with any opi- 
nions or words but his owne, ior confuted undef thy 
name of Socinianiſme any words of his, but onely 
thoſe wherein he did concurre with Socinws, If I had 
either mi(-rc)ated his words,or confuted underthe name 
of Socinianiſme, any point wherein -he-did not jumpe 
with Socinus, Idelired them to cenſure me. The Para- 
llels being read and examined, appeared to ſome of 

them ſo - Any and my charge ſojutt, that the ſame 
at Mr. Randall Wetwoods table, where Dr. Baylie and Mr. 
Downhani dined with me, the Door did proteſt that] 
had diſcovered Mr.Hotton to be as damned an hereticke 
as everdid tread on Engliſh ground : "Mr. Dornban, 
Mr. Wetwood, Mr. T aylor, and Mr. Hopkins were care- 
witneſſes of this, and all yet living, as well as my ſelf, 
Mr. Wetwood asked why they did not juſtifie me and cen- 
ſure him without moreadoe, ſeeing that was-the pur- 
poſe of our meeting, that they ſhould -judge of things 
accordingly as they were proved, They pretended that 
they delired to convert,not to confound Mr, Wotton;that 
they perceived him to be afraid of ſhame like to fall on 
him, and that if I would yeeld to let him expound 
himſeclfe, he would by a wreſted expoſition gaine-ſay, 
and contradiQ his former words and opinions and run 
from them, which being gotten from him under his 
hand, they wouldeither hold him to it , or ſhame him 
tor ever, it hedid fall backe againe. This courſe being 
Mr. Gatakers device, I refuſed to yeeld unto, becauſe] 
had never _ him, butonely in opinions former- 
ly publiſhed, and not in futureexpoſitions, and becauſe 
I had fully proved my charge, I defired their verdi& and 
juſt judgement. Butafter much importanity I yeelded, 
and-ſo loſt my cauſe, and was drawne into a new but 
nefſe that was to contend with Mr. Wotton, not about 
his former opinions, which I had formerly confuted ; 
but. about new expoſitions, which, he would make 
in anſwer to my parallells. At apother day I" 
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he brought his expolitions, which when they had read 
in my hearing, [ did except againſt divers paſſages in 
them, and ſome contradiftions, which I delred to ar- 
gue againlt, with Mr. Wotton face to face, in (trift ſyl- 
logiſmes; bur he refuſed to anſwer me, and our Judges 
refuſed to heare me, or to ſuffer me to have a coppy of 
his expolitions, as he had of my parallels, 

Whereupon I protelted againit their unequall dealing, 
and departed, threatning to bring him and them before 
higher ſudges. After that they had read the expolitions 
which Mr. G.taker did plead for moſt hotly, Mr. Wor- 
ton, promiſed to make and publiſh a large declaration, 
wherein he would free himſelfe from all Socinian errors. 
In the meane time he begg'd this favour,that they would 
ſubſcribe to his expolitions, that they found no herelie 
or blaſphemy in.them.s __ this promiſe aud .intrea- 
ty, they did ſubſcribe as followeth. 

Howlbever, we whoſe names are underwritten, doe 
differ from Mr. Wotton in ſome points of the former do- 
ftcineof Juſtification, contained inthele his expoliti- 
ons: yet we hold not thedifference to be ſo greatand 
weighty, as thatthey are to be jultly condemned of he« 
rec and blaſphemy,

5 E Expoſitions this ſubſcrit:d, were commtited 
. to Doftor Baylie, with charge that he ſhould keepe 
them cloſe, and not ſuffer me or any other man to ſee, 
or read them, untill Mr. Fotton bad madea larger Ex+ 
pohtion, and fully pa himſelfe from Socinianiſme. 
By which it appeared, that they durſt not openly juſtifie 
theirſubſcription, nor ſuffer it to come into my hands, 
Andthatit was a thing with much importunity nog

from them which the better part of chem would nes 
have yeclded unto, bur upon promite ofa better an 
larger expolition,and in hope to draw Mr, Wotton whol: 
ly from his errors, ſome of which he had allready con. 
tradifted, and acknowledged to be hereticall and bla: 
phemous,to wit, his denying of Chrilts Righteouſneſe 
imputed tor any ule or end whatſoever. | Y 
Dr. Bayly the firit of the Subſcribers had Cnpon the 
firlt reading of thoſe ſ(pecches of Mr. Wotton which! 
(hewed out of his owne writings, and did parallel! them 
with Socinus) condemned Mr, ortton for an heretike; 
and his errors for blaſphemiec. Mr. Dewnhanr heard his 
cenſure uttered at Mr, Wetwoods table, and by ſilence 
aiſented to it. Mr. Randall did argve verie hotly a 
gainit Mr. Wottons opinions that ſame day that they 
{ubſcribed, and told himbefore ws all, that he had pro- 
telted againſt them often in private, and had difſivaded 
him from chem; and that he tor his part abhorred ther, 
Dr. Gozge hath publikely confuted them, and in the pul 
pit condemned them under the name ot Socimiſme. Mr, 
$tacke did ever abhorre them, as he often told me in 
rivate, And one time,- 1 by a prettic Stratageme 
LCradh him before other witneſſes, to condeninethem 
for herefie and blaſphemie. Mr. Ietwood mine hoſt in 
whole houſe I then lodged, having by much importuni- 
ty obtained of Dr. Bazly the light of Mr. Wortmrexpot 
litions ſubribed, as you heard. betore, und comm] 
to his cultodie, did lend them to me for the ſpace of two 
boures, til] I had copied qutboth them, and the tub» 
ſcription word for word with the mens names, which 
copic I have yet to ſhew, oh ns - old ntl 
And one Sunday at night:;being invited-ro fapper b 
Mr. T how.  Godyeare, my panithoner, I broughtis wi 
nie toſheti it to Mr Gdyeare, whowas verie detitous t6 
fee ahd read it. Mr, Stocks. and his wite being at the lame 
time Invited came inwhile weae reading poems. par 
And.fecing me have the piper in,my hand , asked what 
at 
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itwas. I anſwered that: it was a paper of newand 
{range opinions, which when he delired to heare, Idid 
read to him that paſſage in Mr. Wortans Expoiitions, 
where he ſaith; This I ſay, that in this propolition 
( Faith is counted for Righteouſnes, Jthe word (Faith) 
is to be taken properly, not tropically; and I asked him 
what he thought of it: He not knowing that it-was Mr. 
W.ttons Expolition, out of which I read it, did anſwer 
that it was on worle.I asked him whether hedid 
not thinke it to be the herelie and blaſphemy of Socinus: 
he anſwered, yes verily. I asked himthen what hee 
thought of certaine learned Divines,who had ſubſcribed 
to this, and other ſuch ſpeeches, that they were neither 
herelie nor blaſphemy: He ſaid he thought none but mad 
men would doe it, and asked who they were. I preſent- 
ly cead the ſubſcriptiognnd among the reit his owne 
name, and withall ſhewed him che copy. Mr. Goodyeave 
laughcd heartily, and faid'to Mr. Stocke, O Matter, our 
Parſon 15 roo cunniug for you, I never ſaw any man {6 
finely taken in a ſnare, as hee hath taken you in your 
owne ſnare, I have ever told you,that in this controver- 
lie you were too partiall for your old friend and fa- 
miliar Mr. Watton. Mr. Stocke'could plead nothing bur 
this, That Mr. Wotton had promiſed them to (dence 
himſelfe and his diſciples in theſe points, and to write 
a large declaration , whereby he would purge: himſelfe 
fully from Socinianiſme. In hope whereof they did grd-' 
tife him with chis ſubſcription, for the ſupprefling of 
clamours, till he had 9 17 himſeltc. But Mr. 
Won had broken his promiſe,and boaſted of that which 
made nothing for him in the maine cauſe, but onely up- 
an the by z and had requited their favourtowards hi 
with diſgraceto them,and dangerto: bimfelfe ,; and char' 
it had beene. better. he had never beene borne 1:h1ento!:

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familiar friend (as Mr. Wotton was to theſe men) and, 
ftranger,as I at that time was to the moſt of them, 

As forthe other threegto wit, Mr. Balmeford, Mr.Gaz 
taker, and Mr. Hickes, they were Mr- Wottons advo 
rather then equall Judges: Mr.Ba/meford was Mr.Wotton, 
tilenced brother ; Mr. Hicker was Mr. Wottons diſciple, 
one who would jurare in zerbe Magiſtri, Mr. Gataly 
did more angrily and peevi{hly ſpeake againſt me, and 
ſnarle at me then my adverſary Mr, Wotton himſelfe, fo 
that I was forced to challenge him as well as Mr. Worn, 
and to offer to diſpute againit them both, 

What Mr. Iattons intent was in begging ſuch a beg- 
zerly ſubſcription, and Mr. Gatekers in procuring it 
from the reit, the event hath ſhewed., For Mr.Watm 
and his diſciples did preſently report through Londen, 
that I could prove nothing ag@it him, nor bringany 
thing out of his bookes, or writings to convince him 
of Socinianiſme, and that the eight learned Miniſters 

bad juitified him, and condemned me for a falſe accuſer, 
And upon this he grew more bold, and wrote certaine 
Efſaies concerning Juſtifcation,a copy whereof I have 
to ſhew, wherein Wedenics the true, reall, and ſpiri 
all unjon of the faichftull with Chriff, and Chriſtsme- 
riting of juſtification, and ſalvation for themghe afhirmes 
that when they are ſaid to be one with Chriſt, the ſpeech 
is Metaphoricall, and that there js no mention of 
Chrilts merits in all the Scripture, By which his viv- 
tent breaking out,” and going on from  evill ro 'worke, 
[ was forced to write my Antitheſss Wottoniſmi, & Chri- 
flianiſmi; wherein 1 diſcovered more of hiserrors,and 
his taltious and Schiſmarical! behaviour : This1 pre 
ſcented to the then Arch-Biſhop of Camterbury,who com- 
mitted , it tor Doftor Nidgdehis' Clisplaine; who being 
himſelfe a fayourcr of Arminians, ne to make re- 
port of it to his Lord. ''And indeed 1 never called upon' 
him, becauſe Mr- /aton having intelligence of it, 
ced hiruſelfe and all his diſciples, —_— 
[ . $ 
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his friends of the danger in which he was, unleſle hoe 
and they did forbeare to jultifie and maintaine his errors, 
and further to provoke me by their falſe reports and ca- 
lunnies. | 

Thus was the fire mw and no man opened his 
mouth to detend Mr, Hortons opinions ; though I with 
many others, did often (as occaſion was offered by the 
Scriptures which we expounded) confute and condemae 
chem: In the meane time Mr. Waton wrote his booke 
De Reconciliatione in Latine, wherein he ſeemed to recant 
and to contradict divers of his former writings; but 
yet he vented ſo much poylon in ic; that when it was 
ſent over to Leiden to be Printed , the Proteſſors there 

jefted ie, as being full of Socinian errours; and ( as 
I have beene informed ) did alſo ſend to Amſterdam to 
ltop the Printing of if, which was there attempted allo; 
So that Mr. Wotton: ditciples were forced to Print it at 
theic ownechatge by ltealth, in ſome further placebe» 
yond the Seas, and to diſperſe the copics here in Eng- 
lxd, Upon one of which Mr, Goodwin, a lover of nu» 
velties, and ftrange dotriges unhappily ſtumbled ; and 
thence ole his opirtions, which his fooliſh followers 
receive, and adnyire, as new revelations from heaven, 
never heard of before. 

Thus have I briefly related the chicte pa between 
Mr. Woten and my felte, I have heard of others alſo, 
who did privately oppoſe Mr, Futon, eſpecially Maites 
Wodcocke, a grave Preacher, Perſon or Vicar ptCheſſam, 
who did in writing confute Mr. Wotton, and admonith- 
ed him to forſake hiserrours. One thing | cannut omit, 
which was a trong motive to more divers godly people 
in Loaders, th abhorre Mg. Wet opinions ; that was 
the ſharpetcnfurewhich that holy man of God, Mailer 
Alexander Richarid(on gave apgaint them on his death bed, 
and which Mc. Rirhew ancarewitnelle thereot did 
report rodivers from his mouth. Mr, Kichard/on being 


ready to leave this world, - Ms: Borie Who had , oftcn

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before reſorted to him for -dire&ion in his ſtudy, and 
reſolution of doubts, in many pointsof Divinity, was 
at that time preſent with him, and told him that hey 
had heard me the Sabbath before, propounding the D6- 
frrine of Juſtification, to be laid open out ot thefifth. 
Chapter of the Epiltle to the Romany, and to be mains 
taincd again(t Papiſts, Socinians, and other Heretiq 
ſome of which were of late revived it the Ciry, a 
withall deiired to know his- judgement concerning Mr, 
IWottons opinion, who denyed Chritts tulhlling of the 
Law for juſtification of beleevers, and the imputation 
ofthis Righteouſneſſe; and held taith to be impatedin, 
a proper (enſe without a trope : Mr. Richardſon anſwered 
and faid; Taketheſe words of me a dying man. I have 
reaqand well weighed Mr. Wotton: papers, and opini» 
ons, andI know them to beſo r= and dan 
that whoſoever liveth and dyeth in the belvfe of them, 
thall never enter into the Kingdome of heaven. Com- 
mend me to Mr. Walker, and deſire him from me, ( as 
bring my laſt requeſt to him }) to be couragious in the 
cauſe of God, and for that ſaving truth which he hath 
undertaken to maintaine againit thoſe dangerous and 
deadly errours, lately ſet on foote by Mr.Worton, *This 
meſſage being delivered unto me before diverſe witneſſes, 
ſome of which are alive to teſtifie it, did mach encou- 
rage me, and made me more bold to Jay open the abo+ 
mination of Mr. Wotton; opinions publickely in my Ser» 
mons, without feare or regard of the flanders and re 
vilings ofhisfa&ious and furious diſciples. This was 
in the yeare 1613. AndI praiſe God, 1 am conſtant in 
the ſame minde, and doe pray and hope that God will 
give megraceto perſevere in this beleefe to the end. | As 
for Mr. G takers iriveſtive againſt me-in Mr.” optons des 
tence, Tdoe as little regard it, as Mr. Goodwin: rayling 
Libell, which (ſome ſay) Mr. Gataker cotinſelled him 
to write againlt me. 

It it were not vaineexpence of precious time, I could 
produce 
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produce Socinianiſme out of Mr. Gatakerr Printed 
workes, and prove him a party. I could prove him to 
he T hom of all fides, Sometimes holding that the e- 
left and faithfull are cloathed © with the garment of 
Chriits Righteouſnefſe, and againe , diſputing againit 
cheir communion and imputation of Chriits Righteeu(- 
nelſe. But I pray God to give him a more letled judge» 
ment in the truth, and a more charitable heart to his 
laborious neighbours, who ſpend their time in better 
ſtudies then writing of Treatiſes for unlawtull gaming 
and card-playing, and bedawbing Margents with ma- 
ny quotationsto ſmall purpoſe, but onely: for oftentath-.

Hat poſterity is likely to judge 
of theſe matters concerning 
Church-diſcipline , wee may 
the better conjeRture, if wee 
call ro mind what our own age, within few 
yeares, upon better experience hath already 
judged concerning the ſame. It may be re- 
membred that at firſt, the greateſt part of 
helearned inthe land were either cagerly 
feed, or favourably inclined that way. 
The Bookes then written for the molt part 
favoured of the diſciplinary ſtile: it ſounded 
every where in pulpits, and in the common 
phraſe of mens þ peech: the contrary part be- 
ran to feare they had taken a wrong courle,

many which impugned the diſcipline, yer 
ſo _—_— ir,not as not being the better 
forme of government, but as not {o conye. 
nientforour Stare, in regard of danggrous 
innovations thereby likely to grow. One 
man alone there was toſpeake of, (whom 
let no ſuſpition of flattery deprive of his de. 
ſerved commendation;) Who, inthe difh. 
dence of the one part, and courage of the 0- 
ther, ſtood in & BaP, and gave others re- 
ſpite to prepare themſelves to their defence; 
which by the ſudden eagerneſle and vio- 
lence of their adverſaries had otherwiſe 
been prevented, Wherein God hath made 
good unta him his owne empreſe, Vincit 
qui patitur, for what contumelious indigni- 
ties he hath at their hands ſuſtained, the 
world is witneſle; and what reward of ho- 
nour above his adverſaries. God hath be- 
ſtowed upon him»themſclves (though no- 
thing glad thereot ) muſt needs confeſle. 
Now of late yeares the heate of men to- 
wardsthe Diſcipline is greatly decaied:rheir 
wdgments begin to ſway on the other fide:

the learned haue weighedit and<foundir 
light: wiſe meqg.conceiue ſome feare, leſt ir 
prove not only not the beſt kind of govern- 
ment, but che very bane and deftructionof 
allgovernment. The cauſe ofthis change in 
mens opinions may be drawen from the ge- 
nerall nature of error, diſguiſed and clothed 
with the name of _— which is might- 
ly and violently co poſſeſte men art firſt ; bur 
afterwards, the weakneſle thereof being by 
time diſcovered, to looſe. that reputation, 
which before ic had gained.. As by theouc- 
ide of an houſe the Paſſers [yy are often- 
nmes deceived, till chey ſee the conveniency 
ofthe roomes within: ſo by the very name 
of Diſcipline and Reformation men were 
drawen at firſt tocaſta fancy towards it,bur 
now they have not contented themlelves 
only to paſſe by and behold a farre off che 
forefront of this reformed houle; they have 
encred-in, een: atthe ſpeciallrequelt of the 
Maſter workmen and chicfe Builders rhere- 
of: they have peruſcd the roomes, the lights,

them, nor to that opinion yvhich upon re. 
port they had conceived, So as now the 
Diſcipline which at firft criumphed/over

deſcried, irwas imaginedthat by open rail- 
ing (which to the vulgaris commonly moſt 
plauſible ) the ſtare Eccleſiafticall mighc 
have been drawen into fuch contempt and 
hatred , as the overthrow thereof ſhould 
have been moſtgratefull roall men, and in a 
manner deſired of the common people.

Prophets did ariſe, who-deeming 
itnot poſhble that God ſhould ſufferthatun- 
done which they did ſo fiercely defire-to 
have done, namely, that his holy Saints, the 
tavourers and farhers of the Diſcipline 
{hould be cnlarged, and delivered from per-

ſecution; and {eeing no meanes of delive- 
rance ordinary , were faine to perſwade 
themſelves that God muſt needs raiſe ſome 
extraordinary meanes : and being perſwa- 
dedof wh well as of trays 2-ag they 
forthwith muſt needs be the inftruments of 
this great worke, Hereupon they framed 
unto themſelves an aſſured hope, that upon 
their preaching ont of a peaſe-car, all the 
multitude would have preſently joyned un- 
tothem, and in amazement of mind have 
axked them, Viri fratres, quid agimws ? 
whereunto it is likely they would have re- 
turned an anſwer farre nnlike to that of S. 
Peter, {uch and fuch are men unworthy to 
govern, phuckchem down; ſuch and ſuch 
are thedeare children of God, let them be 
advanced. 'Of rwo ofthefe men it is meetto 
ſpeake with all commiſeration, yerſo that 
others by theirexample may receive inſtru- 
Ction, and withall ſome light may appeare 
what ſtirring affeRtions the ws 1971 is 
like to inſpire, if it lightupon apt and prepa- 
red minds, Now if any man doube of whac

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ſocierythey were, or if the reformers diſ. 
claime them» precending that by them-they 
werecandemned, let theſe points be confi.

Whom did they ad- 
mire? 2, Even when they were entring ins 
ro it, Whoſe adviſe did they require? and when 
they were in, whoſs approbatiom Whom adver- 
tiſed they of their purpoſe? Whoſe aſiiſtance by 
prayers didthey requeſt? But wee deale in- 
juriouſly with them to lay this to their 
charge: for they reproved and condemned 
it. How? did they diſcloſe it to the Magi- 
ſtrate, thatit might be ſuppreſſed Z:or were 
they rather content to ſtand aloofe and ſee 
theend of ity and loathto quenchthe-ſpirn? 
Nodoubt theſe mad praftitioners wereof

A third inducement may beto diſlike of

For upon. theſe two points, 
as | conceive they ſtand; 1. That becauſe we 
beve no ( /hurch, they. are to ſever themſetves 
from us: 2. That withowt ( ivill authority they 
weto erett a( burch of their owne. And if the 
_ formerofthelebe rrue, the laters I {uppoſe 
will follow. For if above all things men be 
to regard their ſalvation. andif out of the 
Churchthere be no. {alvarion; it followeth, 
thatif vve have no Church, we have no 
meanes of ſalvation; and therefore ſeparati- 
on from us; in char reſpeR, both lawytull and 


neceſſary : as: allo that men. [o ſeparared 
B 3 from 
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from the falſe and counterfeit Church, are 

to aſſociate themſelves unto ſome Church; 
not toours; tothe Popiſh much lefle: there. 
foreto one of their owne making. Now 
the ground of all theſe inferences being this, 
that in our Church there is no means of (al- 
vation, is out of the Reformers Principles 
moſt clearely ro be proved. For whereloe- 
ver any mattcrof-faith unto ſalvation neceſ- 
ſary is denied, there can beno meanes of 
ſalvation: butinthe Church of England,the 
Diſcipline, by them accounted a matrer of 
Faith, and neceſſary to ſalvation, is noronly 
denied, but impugned, and the profeſſors 
thereof oppreſt : Ergo. Againes ( but this 
reaſon perhaps is weak.) Everytrue Church 
of Chriſt acknowledgeth the whole Go- 
{pell of Chriſt: the diſcipline, in their opini- 
on, isa patrtof the Goſpell, and yer by our 
Church reſiſted, Ergo. Againe, The Dilci- 
pline is eſſentially uniced co the Church: by 
whichterme, eſſentially, they muſt meane 
eicheran eſſentiall part, or an efſenciall pro- 
perty. Bath which waies it muſt needs * 
that

that where thateſſentiall Diſcipline is nots 
neicher is there any Church. IE therefore 
between them and. the; Brownifds there 
ſhould be _——_ 2 ſolemne- Diſpurari- 
on, whereof with.us they have been ofren- 
times {o carneſt Challengers; .ic. doth not yer 
appeare what other anſwer they could pol. 
ſibly frame to theſe andthe like Arguments, 
wherewith they mighe be prefled, bur faire- 
ly to deny the concluljan, ( farallthe.premi- 
lesare their own), or rather ingenioully,to 
reverſe their own' principles befare, laid, 
whereon lo-foule ablurdities. have been ſo 
hrmely built. What further proofes you 
can bring oug of their high words, magnify- 
ing the Diſcipline, Tleaveto your better. re- 
nies; 2 above all points, I am de- 
ſirous this one ſhould be ftrongly inforced 
againſt them, . becauſe it wyringeth them 
moſt of all, and is of all others ( for ought I 
ſee) the moſt unan{werable. You may not- 
withſtanding lay that you would be hearti, 
ly glad theſe their poſitions might ſo be (al; 


ved as the Brownifts might not appeare to 
| have 
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have ifſued out of their loines : bur-uagill 
thar be done , they muſt give us 'leavets 
thinke that they have caſt the ſeed where6ut 
theſe tares aregrowen. 
Another ſortof men there is, which have 
been content to run on with the reformers 
for a time,' and to make them poore Inftry. 
ments of their owne defignes. - Theſe area 
ſort of ſſe politicks, who perceivm

The laſt which have received ſtrength & 
encouragement fromthe reformers are Pa- 
' piſts; againſt Fhomalthough they are moſt 
bitter enemies, yet unwitringly they have 
given them great advantage. For whatcan 
any enemy rather deſire then the breachrand 
diſſention of thole whichare Confederates 
againſt him? wherein they are to remem- 
ber,-tharif our Communion with Papilts 
C3 un; 
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in ſome few Ceremonies doe fo much 
ſtrengrhen them) as is pretended, how much 
moredoth this divifion and rent among our 
leives, eſpecially (eeing it is maintained to 
be, not in light roatters only , buteven in 
marter of faith andf{alvation. Which oyer- 
reaching {peech of theirs, becauſe iris (0 6- 
pento advantage both for the "Barrowiſt and 
the Papift, we are to wiſh and hope forthat 
they will acknowledge it co have been ſpo- 
ken rather in heat of Aﬀecion, then with 
ſoundnefle of judgement; and that through 
their exceeding loveto that creature of Diſ- 
cipline which themſelves have bred ,nourt-

Bur even in their complaining agaiaſt 
the outward and accidemtall matters. in 
Church-goverament, they are many mew | 

ry-. 
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faulty. 1. Intheirend which'they propoſe 
® themſelves. For in declaiming againſt a-s 
bules, their meaning is not to have-them 
redrefled , but, by-diſgracing the-preſenc 
Rate, ro make way for their own Diſci- 
pline. As therefore in Venice, if any Senator 
{hould diſcourſe againſt the power of their 
Senate, as being either too Soveraigne, or 
roo weake in government, with purpoleto 
draw their authority to a moderation, it 
might well be ſuffered; . but not ſo, it it 
ſhould appeare he ſpake with purpoletoin- | 
duce another State by depraving the pre- 
ſent, ſo in all caules belonging rither to 
Church or Common. wealth", vvee are.to 
have regard What mind the complaining 
partdoth beare, whether of amendments or 
of innovation, and accordingly-cither to 
ſuffer or ſuppreſle it. Their objection there- 
fore is Fivoi_s, Why, may not men ſpeake 4- 
gainſt abuſes? Yes, but with deſire ro cure 
the part affeted, not to deſtroy the whole. 
2. Aſccond faultis in their manner of com- 
plaining, not only becaulc.itis for themolt 

'part 
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2ct in bitter and reproachfull termes, but 
alſo becauſe it is unto the common people, 
[udges incompetent & inſufficient, both to 
determine any thing amiſle,for want of skil 
andauthoriry to amend it, Which alſo diſco- 
vereth their intent and purpoſe to be rather 
deſtrutive than correive. Thirdly, thoſe 
very exceptions which they take, are frivo- 
lousandimpertinent: Some things indeed 
they accuſe as impious: which if they may 
appeare to bee ſuch, God forbid they ſhoud 
be maintained. : 
Againſtthe reſt it is only alleadged , that 
they areidle Ceremonies without uſes and 
that better and more profitable might be 
deviſed. Wherein they are doubly deceived: 
for neitheris it a ſufficient plea to lay, This 
mui? give place, becauſe a better may be devi- 
ſed: and in our judgements of better and 
worle , we oftentimes conceive amiſle, 
when we comparethoſe things which arc 
indeviſe with thole which are in practiſe, 
forthe imperfe&ions of the one are hid, rill 


by time and triall chey be diſcovered: the o-

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thers are already manifeſt and open toall, 
Bur laſt of all, ( whichis a point in my opi. 
nion of oreatregard, and which | am def. 
rous to have colarged ) they doe not ſees that 
forthe moſt part when they ftrike ar the 
Rare Eccleſiaſticall, they ſecretly wound the 
Civill State; For perſonall faults, what can 
be ſaid againſt the Church, which may not 
alſo agree to the Common-weakh? Inborh 
States men have alwaies been, and will be 
alwaies men, ſometimes blinded with er- 
rour, molt commonly perverted by paſsi- 
ons: many unworthy have been and are ad- 
vanced in both, many worthy not regarded. 
As for abuſes which they pretend to be in 
the Lawes themſelves, when they inveigh 
againſt Non-refidence, doethey take it a mat- 
terlayvfull or expedient-in the Civill-ſtare, 
for a manto have a great and gainfull office 
in the North, himſelfe continually remain- 
1ag inthe South? Hee that hath an office, I#t 
him attend bu «ffice. When they condemne 
plurality of livings (pirituall to the pit of 
hell, whar think they of infinite of rempo- 


rall 
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rall promotions? By the great Philoſopher, 
Pol. lib. 2.cap. 9. it is forbidden as a thing 
moſt dangerous to Commonwealchs, char 
byche lame man many great offices ſhould 
be exerciſed. When they deride our Cere- 
monies as vaine and frivolous, were ithard 
to apply their exceptions even tothole civill 
ceremonies, Which at the Coronation, in 
Pachament,andall Courts of Iuſtice are u- 
(ed? Were it hatd toargue even againſt Cir- 
cumciſ1on,the ordinance of God, as being 
acruell ceremony; againſtthe Palleover, as 
being ridiculous; ſhod, girr, a itaffe in their 
hand, to eata lambe? 

To conclude, you may exhort the Cler- 
oy, (or wharif youdiret your Concluſion, 
notto the Clergy in generall, but only tothe 
learned in, or of both Univerſities) you may 
exhort them to a due conſideration of all 
things, and toa right eſteeme and valuing 
of each thing in that degree wherein it 
ought ro ſtand: for it oftentimes falleth our, 
what men have cither deviſed themlelves, 
or greatly delighted in, the price and exce!- 
2 lency 
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kency thereof they doe admire above deſers; - 
The chicfeſt labour of a (,briſtias, ſhould 
be to know, of a Miniſter, topreach (hrift 
crucified: in regard whereof not onl 
worldly things, but even things otherwiſe 
precious, eyenthe Diſcipline it ſelfeis vile 
and baſe; where as now,, by the heat of 
contention,and violence of affeRion, the 
zeale of men towards theone hath gr 
decayed their love to the other. Hereuntd 


therefore they are tobe exhorted, to Preach 
Chriſt crucified, the morcification ofthe fleſh, 


the renewing ofthe ſpirit, not thoſe things 


which intime of ſtrife ſceme precious, 


but paſſions being allayed, are 
vaine and childiſh. |

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Though he condemn'd the Ambition of honour in 
' his Diſciples, more than to glorific God thereby, and 
make them more bene ficent and ſerviceable unto 9- 
thers , never was there greater friend to order and go.

God, and would have the Scribes and Phariſces 
themſelyes, in LMoſes Chaire , obſerved. As him-

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I defend not Rewe, nor ſhall T excuſe our owne late 
. Biſhops. Liberty is our common binh-righe, which 
ought co be deareunto us next our Faith. But their ma- 
lice, whatſoever we conceive it, hathnot beene ſocon- 
ragious, I hope, as to pollureall they roucked, ſothar 
— the office it ſelfe, cannot again be hallow. 
ed.Though Biſhops have abuſed their power to opprel.. 
ſion (oppreſſion, which is the proper fin of Power) this 
world is no ſtate of perteRion, other menwill doe as 
much; the abuſe of things muſt not take away their uſe. 
By that Rulc we ſhall neither have Magiſtrate,nor peo- 
ple,in that all have finncd. To decry an Office, an office 
(as hath been ſhewen) rigtaly inſtituted, for ſome men 
init, isan AR for mad men, not for Legiſlators ; wiſes 
men cannot be in carneſt. It were a courſe to deale with 
an enemy, when we have him in our Power, to make 
ſure work. But God and our ſelyes are herein intereſt, 
Offices are Gods, though men arcintherh, and God 
carcheth not advantages againſt us. Laſtly,our revenge 
will light upon our own pates, we ſhall putl our our own 
eyes,and daſh our our own brains. We ſhill ſoone find 
and ruethelofle of ſuch order. Lf we fearethe Tyran- 
nic of Biſhops themſclves, we conſider not we have a 
Gracious King,and ſhil have Parliaments to do Juſtice. 
If we feare their drawing towards Rome, we forgetour 
Prazmunire. If we feare their ſetting up the King,their 
will be more feare of more ative Inſtruments. Some» 
thing muſt be left to God, and thegoodnes of Princes. 
Secondly, ſome from our Saviours words, A47.23.8 
But be not yee called Rabbi, &rc. damne all ſuperineenden- 
cic in men inholy orders, as unlawfull and Antichriſti- 
an. Bur all the world may ſec, it is the Phariſaicall 
vain-glorious Aﬀeationto be magnified of men, vey. 
5.6, not the Authority, -r theritle and prehemigence 
f. 
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to God-ward, is here forbiaden, And otherwiſe, the 
Precept (being given to the people and the Diſciples, 
v.1.) will ſerve to pull down temporall Lords, and the 
Presbyterians tO as well as Biſtzops. Nor is there any 
reaſon the rule,vos autems 103 ſic, when it is laid betwixr 
the Princes of the Gewti/es, and the Diſciples atone, 
Ch. 20. 27. (as here betwixt the Phariſees and the 
multitude) ſhould carry a harder interpretation. 

Though the Diſciples oncly happe 1ed to be preſent, 
when. morher Zebede gave the occaſion of the words, 
they were men by nature, how ever Diſciples by cal- 
ling z and when we extend prohibitions to them-beyond 
their perſogs,they uſually repreſent not Miniſters alone 
but all Chriſtians whatſocver: vice may bee nfore un- 
ſcemly in Clergy men, but it is as unlawful inall Chrift- 
4x1. But againſt the power and aucbority of Divines in 

Tcm affaires, they further preſſe the praQtice of 
the Apoſtles 4s 6.2. and Reaſon from thence, That 
it i5r00 much for Divinesto be knowing men in 
of eſtate, and to underſtand, the Ryles and Lawey of go. 
yernmeat. Bur firſt, the proviſion for the poore, about 
which the queſtion is, was laid at the Apoftles fecte,to 

be diſtributed bythem, 4s 4-35. Sccondly,though 

the Apoſtles thought not meer to leave the word of God 
wherewiththe world, as yet was not acquaineed,to wait 
on Tables, which was below their miniſtery z It hewes 
their underſtanding, and authority,in that they gave or. 
der for fit Stewards and Overſcers. Thirdly,ctheſe men 
make Divines men of too narrow capacities, and ſer 

Gods Law and mans attoo great diſtance, If Stares- 

men have ſoules to bee ſaved,whereunto the Miniſtery 

may contribute. If the heathen Oratour muſt be ſeen io 
all che arts,and nooks of learning,the Chriſtian DoRor 

had necd bee bardng field of 7 7 Wis forthe m 
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he is to look to,jis thrice more worth than the poods of 
Fortune. Our Brethren of Scotland and all it ſeems are 
out, whotaketheir Church-men along intheir weigh. 
tyc(t affaires, and their Sermons here 18 England they 
ſay favoured of ſome thing more thap pure preaching 
of the Goſpecll. 

The Clergicare men, men of liberall education;they 
wadethrough the Arts,ere they come at divinity, wher. 
by (methiaks)rhcy fhould be capable of human affaires 
with other men. And Divinity can bee no hinderance, 
Perhaps they arc better ſeene in Ecclefiaſticall matters, 
and therefore may arrogate them as their peculiar, bue 
for us to excludethem our Councells, as an abjcge. 
neratioh, who have the deepeſt ſhare in Gods promiſe 
of afliſtance,and givethe beſt Authority to reſolutions, 
comming inthe Name of God, cannot proceed either 
from good policy or Religion. The Pricſt-hogd + 
mongſt the lewes had a hand in al Temporall affaires, 
and if matters mecrely of order and governement, and 
no way Typicall, ewes (as hath beenefaid) may bee 
Prefidents for Chriftiars. The Apoſtles perhaps at 
ct exerciſed none other Authority but the Spiri- 
ruall, power of cxcommunication, to withhold the 
Ordinances, ard forbid Communion which delin- 
quents, and lefr further cenſures to the Secular Magi- 
ſtrare, But when Princes received the Goſpell, rhey 
requited the Miniſters thereof with a ſhare of their 
pover, and magnified their authority with the glory of 
theſe Miniſters, 

Perhaps ir had been ſinne inthem at firſt notto have 


ured the Goſpell : bur for usto deveſt it, is more 
out of queſtion, :

ters of ſwall moment , for thepublike peace. —

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des the difhonouUr to Religion, they are of dangerous 
conſequence, for the ſame reaſon that ſhall invalid 
them,may as well overthrow the whole Fabrick of the 
Church. And it is to be feared it is ſome mens aime 
o effet that by degrees, whichat once they figd not 
fealuble, The Prefate ſpoke not by rote, who ſaid 
they would ſcrve them as High-way mea doe honeſt 
Travellers, firſt gag, and bind, then rifle them. 
Thirdly,they pretend a convenience in pulling down 
Order and Government inthe Church, 'to buy inIm- 
propriations, and ſer up preaching. Preaching in deede 
and [1bouring in the Word have high Attributes ia 
Scripture, as of introducing grace, and working faith, 
&. and the Gofpellat firſt being committed tothe bo. 
ſomes of men, the only way then of propagating thereof 
ma5Scrmorn-wile,by a kinde of Preaching, Chriſt thus 
taughtthe people, and inſtituted his Diſciplesto this * 
Annunciation. Bur their preaching was not the ſame ig 
uſe with vs, theirghad irsAuthoritie from the Spirit,they 
nr by , which: wee borrow from their writings. 
ny way of publiſhing and promoting the Golpell, is 
preaching inthe Scriptures ſenſe, as well as our expo. 
fition of Scfipture , the word weymmdZer jnvolyes them 
all, nor Anthe foretaid Attributes, be appropriated to 
that which we call preaching. Saint Paw labourcd in 
the Goſpell, before there was a Golpell writzen, hee 
liboured & by word and writing, by conſtituting Ca. 
nons, and in ſceirg them obſcrv*d:and now not only ex- 
temporary Expolitions , but all effcCtuall meancs for 
thepropagation of the Tenor thercof, is the Ordinance 
of God, and nodoubt his free Spirit accordingly con» 
ferrerh grace and faich by them: Whether they bee 
Do&rinall, by word, and writing, by catechiſmeto 
young beginners, by reading of on Scriptures, Apo-

pit Bookes, divine Homilics, or other profira. 
ble diſcourſes :. or after inſtirution mogitecial byca 
ating and eſtabliſhing good lawes , as Kings and Em.

vate Preachers with many Sermons in many'ages, 
though otherwiſe they had extraordinary afliſtance of 
the Spirit.

reaching, there' may happen to bee as eftcQuall Scr. 
mons, for the promotion of the Gaſpell, from the 
Bench, as from the Pulpit, where men of power meet 
and draw things to a point,there, there is areas 1m 
wertull, Thus ſome particular Biſbops ve had the 
Oportunitic to doe more good ; than all the Cler- 
gic in their Dioceſſe againe. Neither in words 4 
lone, but in workes of pictic, and bufineſſc of State, 
Chriſt may be advanced, Lay-men may, but Miniſters 
more eſpecially muſt, thus Evangelize. Our p 
and praQtifing, and writing, and Government, arc 
twines of that Mother preaching in Scripture: It 
preaching be the eldeſt and the faireſt fiſterytheir daw- 
ries and their vertues may be alike,we muſt nor ſet too 
great a price on one, to diſparage the reſt z or becauſe 
preaching was firſt of all, reduce Chriſtianity toits prin- 
ciples,and hold there. This were,as if becauſe Writing 
was before Printing,and then had high elogics amongſt 
the ancients, we ſhould renounce the benefit of Prin- 
ting, to hold to Writing only, or prefer it before Prib» 
ting. This is the grand impoſture and illuſfon of the 
Age.Prcaching is cryed up,nought but PreachinggGod 
knowes 2 forty king of Preacding, when nobler helpes 
thould ſhare. Its to. bce feared they would ſervethe 
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Clergie, as the Fox in the fabledid the Crow, com- 
nend their voices, till they ktgoe their morſells : 
where wee heare knowledge is confined,” wee cannot 
thinke ibertas Prophetandi, ſhall have its ſcope. As in 
Reaſon we excell : Elocution, whereby we readi- 
heſt conveigh our conccit to others, exalts us among(t 
men. roman fo moſt appoſite ta the maladies 
ofthe hearers; and beſt fir for their affeRions, they 
noſt readily catch, and tranſport furcheſt, The Prea- 
er, like a $killfll Phyfition, can varic his recipe ace 
cording to the exigence of the patient: hee can caſt his 
Gſcourſe inro-what mould or forme he pleaſc: he can 
ihnmuate,and creepe upon particulars, how ever prepol- 
lefs'd", andas occaſion (erves, invader furpriſe the 
AﬀeRions: he cangive foodto bealthy,andphylick to 
liſcaſed minds. Andthevery a&tot Preaching, the 
countenance and geſture, adde life towords , and have

feare the face of man. Unlefſe we dillike our Religion, 
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here is ng reaſon we ſhould find fault with ourGovern- 
meat. If Religion have not much of the image of ju- 
ice in it, a ſword ſometimes todetermine us, al well as 
a ballance to weigh truth, her ballance will be deſpiſed. 
As1 have no faith in charmes , I am not wholly for 
preaching, thar bare talking. way, without the Spirit, is 
not like government,to ſettle men in an habituate courſe 
ofpictic, It rather puzzels the belicfe, than aQuates 
our obedience. But with degrees of promotion, intlu- 
try and learning, and ſo preaching it ſelfe, muſt necelſ- 
Gnly fall, And the more ordinate Church Govern- 
ment, and the more concentrate to unitie it is, it agreeth 
better with Monarchy, and holds better harmony with 
its head, which is Chriſt.

SIT OS (canddous in their lives and converſation, have 
alwaics beene the roote and firſt beginning of the deſtrution of 
Kingdomes and Common-wealths, when they are increaſed 
with riches and pompe of this world, by which they wax proud 
and ambitious ; they afpire to ſit in places of great power 
and acthority in Kingdomes and States , beth Spiricuall and 
Terrporalt, which having attained, fo prelumptuous js pride, 
they dare preſume to denominate themſelves Lords ,; nay tugher 
in authority then Princes and Emperqurs, nay to command and 
compell rheiti to doe what pleaſcth their deſires and fantaſies, 
and nothing Ufe,thongh never ſo contrary to the word of God, 
or contraty to natizallr*4fon or morall civility, andif theſe 
therr d&(ires be. negteRtet or rejeted, then never reſt they till 
they have broutht to ruine ſuch Kings and their Kingdomes. 

1 defire Reader you would peruſe this little Treatiſe which I 
tearviied a Chriſtall for the Cleargy, and you will eaſily diſcerne 
that the corruption, pride, ambition and luxuriouſacfle of the 
Cleargy in antcat time, exerciſing tyranny as- well over Pri::- 
c*Sasthelr people who they have wonne, any as it were fubze- 
ct to their obedience, and that in theſe our tymes,and this our 
A 2 kans- 


en ,4 : 
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Kingdeme deth little orgothing differ. The Biſhops of Rome 
having attained to the higheſt ſtep of honour and. dignity that 
ever was any in the whole Kingdome, and having obtained the 
power of both ſwords, the {word of the Spirit,and the ſword of 
the Magittrate, they then beganne todiſplay their banners, both 
as King and Biſhop , and whom they could net bring to their 
obedience by the one, they then exerciſed and uſed the other ; 
In their firſt combat they had to hight wrh any to ſubdue them 
and draw them to their faction, they uſed their thunderbolts of 
excommunication and curling , this was terrible te Kings and 
Emperours; if this tailed, rhe: treacheries and treaſonable pra- 
Qiſcs of fu” jets egainſt their lawfull Princes by poyſoning, 
powder plots, {tabbings an4 the like : 1t thele prevailed not, 
they procured the nationall war, one Kingdome againlt ano- 
ther : I will only give a touch of cicher, and then compare them 
to thcle times. 

Firſt, Platipa in the life of Gregory the 7. (ſheweth that this 
Emperour Henry the tourth was excommunicated by the Pope: 
afterward ke addeth, the Emperoar ſaith he came ſpeedily to 
Canofie, where the Biſhop was with Aſarbildaa, and by and by 
laying aſide his royall robes, went bare foot tothe gates of the 
City and humbly required tobe let 1n,his entring denied he took 
1n good part, notwithſtanding that the winter was ſharpe and 
all was frozen hard, remaining three dayes in the Suburbs of the 
Towne continually craving pardon, at length at the requeſt of 
AMathilda and the Earic of Savoy and tle Abtot of Chinnes,hc is 
abſolved. 

Frederick, Barbaronſe that he might be reconciled to the Pope 
laid his neck under his feetto be trodden on : The Venetians 
befieged Farrare which paieth tribute to the Church of Rome , 
forthe which cauſc they were excommunicated by Clement the 
kfth;therefore Francs Dandalows which was afterward created 
DPnke, went into France where that time the Bilhop was tv 
aSke pardon for that offence ; long.it was ere ever he was ad- 
mirted to come in the Popes tight,at laſt he was led with an iron 
chaine about his necke to the Biſhops table like a dog,-. and 
there faine to be under the table amongſt the dogges ſo long till 
the wrath of Clement without all clemency being over paſt. 
This is- written ii Sabellicys mn the end of the 91. Encidethe 7, 

| both 
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both full manifeſt are the injuries of this beaſt done to other 
Kings an4 people. Aud thus much of their firſt mea nes t9 bring 
25 well Princes as people ts their ſubjeRion, 

I com? now to the ſecond meancs praiſed by the Biſhops 
todraw both Priaces and people to ſubjetion, and that in 
briefe, Pltina wricing of Gregory the fifth. Silveſter the ſecond, 
faith Ie, before called Gilbert a Monk of Florey forfaking his 
Monaſtery followed the Dive!,to whom he gave himſelf whole: 
and by and by he addeth , G//bert moved with ambition and a 
divelith defireto rule through bribery got firit the Archbiſhoy- 
rick of Regns , afterward of Ravenna, and after with greater 
ſuit the Divell furtaering him,ke obtained to be Pope, yet un- 
d& this condition, that after his death he ſhould be the Divells 
whoiv,&c. 

Beno in the life and afts of Hildebrand called Gregory the 
{eventh, one Gi/bertns which had inteRted the city with ſorcery, 
faith he, after the thouſand yeares fulfilled comming up out of 
the bottorhleſle pit, of Gods permilſion was Pope foure yeares, 
and changing his naine was called Si/veſter the ſecond,and after 
Gilbert the yeare 25. Theophilattus his {choler atchived the ſeat 
violently, called Benediit the feventh , after him Gratian called 
Gregory the ſixt , after him Sabinus and he was called Silveſter 
the third : all theſe three were Popes at one timc. Henry the 
{econd Emperora godly man and valiant, going to Rome, to 
purge the Church, compelled Bened:ft or Theophilatt the Ma- 
vitian te flee,caft Gregory inte priſon,and lent away Siveſter to 
his old Biſhoprick; and he holding a Counſell placed the Biſhop 
of Bamberge when hee called Clement , inthe feate, of whow 
alſo he received the Crowne , and he brought Gregory with his 
diſciple Hild-brand with him ito Germany : In the meane time 
Fenedi(t returniag to Rome from flight , vexcth G/ement, and 
With much inchanting infeteth the Cuty, and uy letters -recea- 
ved from Hildebrand out of Germany, he learnceth what is done 
in :he Emperors Court. Gregory dieth there in priſon and leit 
Fildebrand his keire, both of h:s falle packing and of irs mony, 
Clement dicth alſo whom Damen the fecond tuccealcth wimne- 
diately but Rraightwaics poiſoned ; and Zwnic called Leo the 
ninth ſucceeded in his place. And thus much of che ſecond 
meancs practiſed by Biſhops 5 x4 themſelves into places of 
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authority, and to bring all that oppoſe and reſiſt themto their 
ſabjc&tion or utrer confuſtort. 

3 Thirdly and laſtly, a wowd or two of their laſt meanes when 
neither of them can prevaile to bring their purpoſes to perfeRi- 
en; that if, by raiſing warres and feditions in Kingdomes, one 
againſt anorher, wherein they have ſhewed themſelves more 
mercilefle and craell then the moſt heatheniſh and barbarous 
nations in the world : Fenedilt otherwiſe The -philaft, which be- 
Fore I have mentioned, was Carried by the Empcror priſonec 
into Germany,returning with Leothe ninth, he armed Les againſt 
the Normans and betraied him to them ; the Germars there- 
fore flaineby Tr eaſon, Leo hiinfelte hardly efcaped : Hildebrand 
him(clfe by degrees obtained the Popedome, where he fo car- 
ried himſeife that no man except blind bat might perceive his 
4iveliſh goVernment requited ; the Emperor Henry the fourth 
for his carring away into ©,ermany by Henry the ſeTond. This 
Pope alſo excommumicateth Hemrythe fourth , deprived himof 
the dionity Imvertall : moreover hee ſtirred up his ſubjeds a- 
Sainſt hitn;and abſulved the Revells and Traitors of their oathes 
of hieelity, ind he himffclfe like a Monarch gave the Crowne of 
the Empire unto others at bis pleaſure. The power therefore 
and treaſure of the Empire hath he ſo worne and waſted, what 
with civil end what with fotrarmne warrs,that theſe many yeers 
now the Kings of Almaine have never becene able to recover 
rheir force , 1:07 yer to reſiſt the moſt Arrogant tyranny of the 
Popes. Gregory the rimh whilft Fredericke that Excellent Prince 
made war 1n Sirta for religion with the Soldan, invaded and 
kept the Provinces of Frederick. There were cruell warres be- 
ewixtthe Popes and ths Frederick, [rnocentizs the fourth, ſtir- 
reth up the Price of Theoring againſt Conrade the fourth of 
that name, and Sonne of Frederiche the ſecond , and when the 
Et r Oomrade was dead the Pope obtained the good will 
ofthe Neapolitanes , toyeeld themſelves to the See ofRome : 
Conrade a S>anc and here, Cormradine, and Manfrede his baſtard 
Brother , which would bee called King of Cicily, wherefere 
Pope Vrbaze the fonrth, Sonne to King Clement the. fourth, 
Alanfredſont for Charles Brother to Lews: the french Kine, Earl 
of Province, an$of Gaimt , to Tomy with an! Army into Italy, 
and called him Kings of Cirtlis, who overcane and flew Adr- 


fred 


redat Bewent, and received the Kingdomes of the Pope to doe 
kim homage : There were ſlaine inthe battell betweene them 
12000.the occaſion thereof being the Popes. Many ſuch like in- 
fances might.be taken out of Hiſtory, but theſe ſhall ſuffice for 
the preſent, it only rematnes ts compare the impurity, tyranny 
zad malice of thoſe Bifhops inthe beginning of ſuperſtition & 
idolatry, and theſe times wherein we now live, with the Bi- 
ſhops and Clergy of this Kingdome, 
What hath beene more uſcd by our Biſhops of our time , c(- 
pecially the Archbiſhop of Canterbury in his bierarchy at Lam- 
beth,in his Courts of inquifition, bigh Commiſſion I would ſay, 
then excommunications,deprivations,and degradations of lear- 
ned and zealous Miniſters and teachers of the word of God,and 
o:her his Majeſticsgood and leyall ſubjetsſo far as their power 
could extend, beganne to deny the Princes ſupremacy in cauſes 
eccleſhatticall, what may we concerve would they have attemy- 
ted,if God in mercy by the wifdeme of our gracious Soveraign, 
and his great Councell of State had not prevent ed the ſame, 

Secondly, what diveliſh praftice, what ſtratagem,what trea- 
ſon,by payloning & otherwiſeattempted by the Arch enemics 
of our , the Prieſts and Iefuits, againit not onely the per- 
lons of godly and Religious Peers, the whole Parhament , and 
ſtate of the | Age tans, they direfly or indireAtly have had a 
hand in the fame, what themmay we thunke of them if they had 
power to their malice ? 

Thirdly and laffly , what commottons in Scotland , what 
watres betweene England and that Kingdome did they endea- 
your to ſtir up and raiſe, ſeeking by the Teſtruction and confu- 
ſion of both Kingdomes, to worke their ends and purpolcs, and 
what diltraQtions and troubles hath beene in this Kingdome , 
what miſcries and calamities that are fallen upon Ireland, but 
lome of the Biſhops have b2ene agitators and aRtors therein. 

And thus mack of this Chriftall whereinthe Clergy that are 
concerned may cleerly ſee themielves and their ations, and 
learneto amend and turne from their evills wayes; doing goed 
n the Church for the evill they have formerly practiſed, which 
God grant, or otherwiſe cut them off, or remove them from a- 
mongſt his children and Saints , that their examples may be no 
more ſtumbling blocks to hinder their walking io the paths of

intending that he filleth Heaven and Earth, 

Confirmed by Orzgen, who ſaith, we doc deſcribe 
with no ſhape God who is without body, inviſible. 
Ambroſe \aith, God is infinite, unmeaſurable, &c. 

The Heathens , and Numa in Platarchs Lives , did 
forbid his people to ſhape out any of their Gods 
with the forme of a man.

unto God who is without any body, no bodily L-ma 
ges could be ſet up, becauſe as Demaſcen ſaith, it isa 
point of the higheſt folly or impicty to figure that 
which is divine, but becauſe God inthe new Teſta- 
ment is made man, he may be adored with the bodi- 
ly Image of himſelfe, this —_ ſaith, 

So Chriſt ( the Frier thinketh ) in his humanity 
may be piRured, and not God, 

Long ſince, ſome of the choiceſt learned Sorbon;fts 
directly ſay, they deſire therefore that Images of the 
Trinitie ſhould be removed from all publike and 
private places , becauſe they are forbidden by the 
Scriptures, by Councils, by many men of excellent 
worth and holineſſe, | 

This ſhortly I ſpeak, but who liſteth to ſee more, 
the refutation of Belarmines Cavils ſpeaking for 
thoſe Superſtitions, as alſo the judgement of the Fa- 
thers, let him read Doctor Reynolds, de Idelairia. 

Being then that the Image of the Dove for the 
Holy Ghoſt was upon the Croſſe in Cheapſide, and 
the retayning thereof is unlawfull, yea, one of the 
higheſt points of Popery , whereof many learned 
men of their {ide are aſhamed, I hold it a matter que- 
ſtionleſſe in a reformed Church, thatrhe Croſſe is in 
no ſort to be [ct up again,as it is was before with the 
Dove, leſt we ſhould ſeem to perſiſt inthar palpable 

darkneſſc of Egypt. 

And in this point I being uhdoubtedly and irre- 
fragably reſolved, inthat ſame burdenſome office of 
a Chriſtian Magiſtrate, which now under my Lord 1 
doe beare, did upon ſound and mature advice this 


laſt Summer burn and conſume with fice in the Mar. 
ker 
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ker place of Oxford,1mong(t others, Pifture where. 
in was the Image of God the Father over a Crucifi x 
ready to receive tie ſoul of Chriſt, 

The next conſiderable matter is for the Crucifix 
it ſc1te, what-is to be judged of the Image, and whe- 
ther it may be retained at all, 

t doe not certaialy fande when the firſt uſe in that 
kinde was taken up amongſt men, although Conflan- 
tine did cauſe ſomewhat to be made, which repre- 
ſented the two hrſt Letrers of Chriſts Name,as they 
arewritten in Greek, and that which hee hd made 
was to be uſed only in Standards, but m this ſort,and 
to that uſe , as now commonly is framed, if it 
had never been began, I think I may boldly ſay,that 
the Church had been freed of a great deal of Super- 
ſtition , which afterwards grew to little lefle then 
blaſphemy. 

It is very likely that they that firſt uſed it had this 
to ſay for it, that there might be an Hiſtoricall uſe to 
put us in mind of him that died for us , and an as 
much as ſenſible and viſible things do much affeA us, 
this memoriall might ſtir our devotion to remember 
him, by whole ſtripes we are healed. 

Now as this may be the only uſe thereof, much 
may be diſputed, and held not to be fomplicirer malw, 
ablolutely evill:So in my opinion, there are far more 
repugnant, and dire realons which may make a- 

oainſt it alrogether,as 

Firſt, the wifdome of God, which direQed us to 
all things fit for our ſalvation , hath givennotthe 
leaſt touch nor ſemblance , direly or -by conſc- 
quence,of any ſuch matter, which might ſerve to di-

Word to be the meaſure thereof , and the Sacra- 
ments which are viſibly ( but not fo eroſly as the 
Crucifix ) preſcnted unto us as reſemblances of 
Chriſts paſsicn. 

Secondly , it implyeth great weakneſſe of faith 
when wecannot think of our Saviour, cither by Me- 
ditation, or Prayer, or reading, or hcaring the word, 
or by receiving of the Sacraments, but wee muſt flic 
unto ſuch means, as for the ule whereof wee have no 
warrant, but on the other ſide there is much danger, 
teſt inconveniences ſhould grow thereby. 

It was a true obſervation of Philo Fudgw, that the 
minds of women are the weaker , and they can pre- 
ſerve nothing but that which is ſcnfible, ſpeaking of 
Images which they deſire, bur note hee aſcribeth ir 
unto weakneſſe in them. 

Thirdly , it was a very ready way unto Superſtiti- 
on, which from a ſmall beginning creepeth on, net- 
ther hath jt any way more increaſe then in Images, 
as the Church by lamenrable expericnce hath too 
too much proved, Images ({aith Cypriaw)at firſt were 
made in honour of them that were dead, but after- 
wards they became facred to their poſterity, & were 
at firſt taken only for comforts, this was truc among 
the Heathen, and ſo ir was among the Chriſtians, 
who at firſt made them , but offered not to bring 
them into Churches, yet within a while that alſo was 
attempted, bur to the great griefe and indignation of 
the godly. | 

Eoinhanius comming into a Church , and ſecing 
a veile or hanging that had ene of the Piftures of 
Chriſt or ſome Saint, tore it, as being inthe Church 


contrary untothe Scriptures,and atterin ſteed __. 
0 
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of he {ent a new veile thither , brt that which was 
then lo refitted by Epiphaniss, did in procelle of time 
(15 the purity of the Protc{lours of the Goſpel de- 
cayed) grow ſtronger, ſo that by thetime of Gregory 
the Great, [mages grew to be ordinary in Churches, 
yet notwithſtanding hee that was ſo carneſt forthe 
having them,could not like that they thould be wor- 
ſhipped, but even then there were that repugned the 
op1nion of receiving of them into Churches, and ſo 
defaced the Images themſelves. | 

Gregory Cifliked rhe worſhipping of thera , but 
thoſe that came after him they _ mayntained 
the Adoration ani worſhip given umo them, 
appearcth by the ſecond Councill of Ne, among 
many , no doubt, this of Chriſt hanging upon the 
Crofle was one of the principall, whereby Superſti- 
tion went ſo far, as that it was and is mayntained 
that the reverence and adoration due unto God him- 
ſclfe (called Lara) ts to be given to the reſemblance 
of Chriſt on the Crofle, which is direly laid down 
by Thomas Aquinas, yea, and praQtiſed in their Hſ- 
ſad. 

The perpetuall uſe of their adoration, may be.ga- 
thered by their Roods in Churches , Crucifix-s in 
windowes, the ſame alſo in their Service Books, and 
on the backſides of them , where Mary and Joky 
ſtand by Chriſt , by the like in Rings now growne a 
faſhion,beſides tm ſRtones and metals , before which 
many of them doe ſay a large part of their devott- 
ons,yca, the moſt ſuperſtitious Papiſts are ready to 
v1ve veneration thercunto , whereſocver they {ce 
it ſolemnly ſet up. 

I remember in that Colledge where I firſt lived,

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' 2 young man wis taken atd beating his breſt 
before a Crucifix in a Li uh which cauſed the 
Maſters and Fellows to pull it down,and ſer up other 
lafle, W hich example makes me nothing doubr bur 
artheCrols inCheapſide hath many inthe twilight 
and morning early which doe reverence before it. 
Belades Compian,whoſe att is f.mous, or rather if 
famous for it, and Iam informed, that ſo much hath 
been fignafied by the'neighbours, or inqueſt making 
relenements, concerning the circumſtances of this 
cauſe, By all which I do cogcludegthat it is a Mcnu- 
ment of their Superſtition, a great inducement , and 
may bea ready way unte Idolatry, and that there 
can be no tolerable uſe of this marter, which may be

In Dormagen, which lyes but two Dutch 
miles from Collen, they have ſurprized and totally ruinated a 
Reziment of Dragooners of Hatseld his Forces , whereu 
the reſt of his Armie retired towards Coblentz. 6000, Heſliſh 
and Wy marian Horſemen are paſied by Collen, in purſuit of 
Hatsfeld. The Swedilh Generall T or ſtenſohn lyes with his Ar- 
mic yet about Garleben, in the old Marquilate of Bra ; 
Upon the hearing of this good newes, it is not doubted but he 
will likewite kuther advance, becauſe the EleRor of Collen 
hath ſent to Piccolomini fur ſome aid to ſuccour Hatsfeld, who 
is not above 4000, ſtrong. Of thereltitution of the Palatinate 
upon faire termes, is little hope. It is faid, that the Ambaſſ- 
dours will ſhortly come back againe from Vienna, without any 
expedition. The Spaniſh Fleet is ruinated againe by the Portu- 
gall, and our Feet, whereof they have funke 8,ot the Ships;and 
the reſt fled againe into Calis malze.
